We call your attention to the enclosed circular of the North Carolina Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. : 

The constitution and Jaws of our State, in accordance with the growing benevolence 
of the age, have made it our duty and privilege to provide for the unfortunates of the 
colored, as well as the white race. But the ample provision we are making will be in 
vain, if the fact is not brought to the attention of parents and guardians, and the duty 
of improving these opportunities pressed upon them. 

Will you help us in this work? It would be a great favor if you would fiod out any 
blind or deaf children in your towns aud the country around you, and put us in com- 
munication with their friends. Still more, if you could visit them and by personal re- 
presentation and encouragement persuade them to send their children here. The heart 
of the parent is often very tender toward his unfortunate child, but you can give assur- 
ances that the children will be treated with sympathizing care, and trained to be more 
independent, useful and happy for life than if now kept at home. Wise parental love 
will relinquish the child fur a while to secure his permanent good. 

Among the blind and deaf are included those whose visioa is too imperfect to distin- 
guish letters, or whose hearing is so defective that they cannot be taught with other 
children.

DearR Sia:—I respectfully ask your attention to a few remarks in behalf of the Deaf 
and Dumb, and Blind in our State. For more than twenty yeirs ample provision has 
been made for the education of this unfortunate class of our citizens; yet, strange as 
it may appear, many of those most interested are unaware of the fact. In remote sec. 
tions of the State, many deaf and dumb and blind children grow up in total ignorance, 
simply because their parents or friends are cither ignorant of the advantages afforded 
by the Institution, or influenced by a prevalent and foolish notion that their unfor- 
tunate children will not be prop:rly cared for if s:nt to the [aostitution. 

My object in addressing you is to ask your aid in extending the benefits of an 
education to this class of our community. 

You are aware that the pirents of this afflicted class of our population are generally 
poor, and know little or nothing of the provisions which have been made for their 
education. On this account many permit their children to grow up in igoorance, 
and rarely send them here without special effort is made for that purpose. 

I hope you will interest yourself in this matter, and see that such destitute child- 
ren are sent here to be educated, and then we will be enabled to accomplish the 
noble purpose for which this Institution was designed. 

According to the constitution, provision will be made for the education of the deaf 
and dumb and blind of a proper age, within the limits of the State. 

A suitable building has been secured, and arrangements have been made for the 
education of the Color:d Deaf and Dumb, and Blind, and I would be glad if you 
would make special inquiry relative to them and inform me of the name, age and 
residence of any within your knowledge. 

Please fill up and return the enclosed blank to me, and if you know any Deaf and 
Dumb, or Blind ready to enter school, inform me of it, in order that I may make the 
necessary arrangements for their admission.
